TOWN MEETING, HELD MARCH 4, 1912. 


Agreeable to a Warrant issued by the Selectmen of this 
Town, dated Feb. 23, 192, and proper returns made there- 
on, the legal voters met in the Town Hall on the 4th day 
of March, 1912, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon, and proceed- 
ed to business by the Clerk reading the Warrant and called 
for votes for a Moderator under Article 1. 

And choice was made of Warren E. Fairbanks. 

Article 2. Was to bring in on one ballot the names of 
citizens to fill the office of Town Clerk for 1 year; Town 
Treasurer for 1 year; 3 Selectmen for 1 year; Overseer of 
the Poor for 3 years; 1 Assessor of Taxes for 3 years; 1 
School Committee for 3 years; 4 Constables for 1 year; 2 
Library Trustees for 3 years; 3 Fence Viewers for 1 year; 
1 Tree Warden for 1 year; 1 Cemetery Committee for 3 
Years; a Collector of Taxes for 1 year; 1 Auditor for 1 
year; also on the same ballot to answer the following ques- 
tion: Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town?’’ © Yes’’ or ‘No.”’ 

At 10 o’clock and 9 minutes the Polls were opened for 
ballots. All the Election Officers had been sworn. Cards 
of Instruction and Penalties and Sample Ballot had béen 
posted in their proper places. At 12.10 o’clock a recess 
was taken until 1 o’clock from all work but balloting. At 
1.15 o’clock the ballot box was opened and 100 ballots 
counted therefrom, when balloting continued. At 2.30 
0 clock 50 ballots were taken from the box. At 3 o’clock 
it was voted to keep the Polls open until 3.45 o’clock and 
voted closed at that time. ‘The check list was counted 
and 181 names found checked, both lists were alike and 
that number was found in the box after the canvass of the 
ballots. ‘The Clerk read the results and the Moderator de- 
clared the election for the year 1912. 

At 11.40 o’clock Art. 3 was taken up.

‘To see if the town will assume damages, if 
any, which may result from the construction of State high- 
way. Voted to pass over. 

Article 7. ‘To see when the several sums of money, 
‘voted to be raised, shall be collected and paid into the 
treasury. Voted all taxes due Oct. 1, 1912, and not paid 
by Nov. 1, 1912, interest be charged at the rate of 6 per 
cent. All taxes are to be paid by Jan. 1, 1913. 

Article 8. ‘To see if the town will authorize the Treas- 
‘urer to borrow money in anticipation of Taxes. Voted that 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be, 
and hereby is authorized to borrow money from time to time 
in anticipation of thetaxes of the municipal year, beginning 
Feb. 1, 1912, to an amount not exceeding in the aggregate 
$10,000, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable with- 
in one year, any debt or debts incurred under this vote, to 
be from said tax. 

Article 9. To see if the town will authorize its col- 
lector to use all means of collecting the taxes, which a 
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Treasurer has, when appointed a Collector, and to establish 
his salary. Voted him the authority, and his salary 1 per 
cent. of all taxes committed. 

Article 10. ‘To see if the town will authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
$1,000 for a period of not exceeding six months, to renew 
or refund Note No. 5, issued in anticipation of taxes of 
1911, dated Sept. 22, 1911, and due March 22, 1912. Vor 
ed to dismiss from the warrant. 

Article 11. To see if the town will allow any bills 
that may be presented. No bills presented. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to pay surety 
bonds for ‘Treasurer and Collector. Voted to pay for same. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate any money for the purpose of fighting forest fires, also 
to see if the town will accept of Chapter 398 of Acts of 
1910. Voted to accept Chapter and to raise and appropri- 
ate $400. : 

Article 14. To see if the town will appropriate any 
money to stop the illegal sale of liquor or other nuisances.

Auditor’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


In submitting to you my second and final report as 
your Auditor, I wish to express my appreciation of the way 
in which the various departments of the town have carried 
out their system during the past year of keeping the town 
records. Of course the system is quite complicated in some 
respects, and not as practical as it could be, but the time is 
coming, sooner or later, when every city and town in the 
state will have to establish the state system of keeping city 
or town records. 

I have examined the books of the various departments 
of the town and have found them to be in correct balance to 
date. 

I would suggest that during the ensuing year some- 
thing be done in regard to liquidating the town debt. The 
note which I refer you to is the IL. F. Thayer Note for 
$2,000.00. ' It might be of interest to you as citizens to be 
informed that the same has been in existence for the past 
15 years, during which time the town has been paying 4% 
interest. 

I would also suggest that during the ensuing year 
the Cemetery Trust Fund be separated from the town’s 
money and placed in a fund of itself. During my time as 
Auditor I find that the town uses this money in payment 
of town debt, etc., which I would judge improper. I have 
investigated this matter with the Bureau of Statistics, and 
their opinion is that money left for Cemetery Trust Fund 
purposes should not be used for anything other than that 
purpose.

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’ Selectmen’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The Board of Selectmen present the following annual 
report for the year ending January 31, 1912, and in doing 
so would respectfully ask your earnest consideration of the 
suggestions herein contained. 

There have been forty-eight meetings of the board held 
during the year, records of which are on file. 

The petition of citizens, relative to a change in the car- 
fare from Crook’s Corner to the Center, and which was re- 
ferred to this board, was looked into by the chairman, and 
on his report to the board it was deemed inadvisable for the 
board to take any action. 

Wve were directed by the State Board ‘of Health to .ap- 
point an Inspector of Slaughtering. Mr: Carroll EK. White 
was appointed by the board to serve in .that capacity until 
tre Gist day of April, 1913, and we recommend that the 
town establish a salary for said inspector. 

We would suggest that a conunittee be appointed to 
consider the advisability of installing a Heating Plant, Elec- 
tie Liehts and Water, in the Town Hall the coming year, 
as the time will soon arrive when all town business must be 
transacted in the Town House, and to do so under the pres- 
ent conditions is a hardship to those employed in transact- 
ing the town business. We believe all of the above can be 
done at a very small expense and to the greater comfort of 
those using the building. : 

We would offer the suggestion of removing the Hearse 


House, at the Center cemetery, to the rear of the Town 


House for the Highway, Tree Warden and Forest Fire de- 


hee 


partments as a storage tool house, and that the hearse there- 
in be remodeled for Forest Fire fighting purposes. 

We would recommend, also, that a committee be ap- 
pointed to look into the suggestion of purchasing a Trac- 
tion Stone Crusher. ‘There are several makes in the miar- 


ket that can be moved by its own power, right on to the job. 
Our roads are in such a deplorable condition especially at 


the south part of the town, that it would, in our opinion, 
be one of the wisest and most economical things that could 
be done, as there are thousands of tons of small stones ly- 
ing by the sides of the roads, all over the town, which real- 
ly ought to be in them, and with a crusher, such as wesug- 
gest, the stones could be used to the very best advantage in 
the building of permanent roads, as well as on repair work. 


We would move the annulment of the vote, now on the 
Town Records, or that part of it, whereby no one can be 
appointed Superintendent of Streets who owns ‘“Horses and 
Teams.’’ In our opinion it is a great handicap to the best 
management of highway work and to the interest of the 
town, as well as an injustice to those owning teams, who 
might be best qualified to fill the p-sition. 3 


We recommend an appropriation of $3,000 for the 
Highway Department, $2,000 of which for ordinary re- 
pair work, and $1,000 for some permanent piece of road to 
be agreed upon by a committee, representing each section 
of the town. 

The board deemed it inexpedient to purchase any ex- 
tensive Forest Fire fighting equipment the past vear. 

The board, as Street Lighting Committee, report that 
no changes have been made in the conditions of Street 
Lighting the past year except to have one light on Hart- 
ford Avenue moved. 3 

The board, as Board of Registrars, have been in ses- 
sion for registration of voters six times. |

Zo the Selectmen of Bellingham : 


GENTLEMEN:—The work on the highway the past year 
has been a very hard proposition, owing to the greatly in- 
creased heavy trafic of automobiles. In the south part of 
the town the roads are very sandy and the. heavy machines 
tear them up faster than they can be repaired with the ma- 
terial found in that part to work with. ‘The very heavy 
rains that came in the early spring and summer washed the 
roads badly in that part of the town, and it cost a lot of 
money to just put them back in passable condition. If this 
could have been spent in repairs it would have made them 
~ a lot better. 

I think there have been some repairs made on nearly 
every road in the town this year, and some of the back 
roads were in a dangerous condition, as there had been 
nothing done on them for a number of years.

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Tree Warden’s Report and Report On 
Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham and the Selectmen: 

The close relation of the work included in that belong- 
ing to the Tree Warden and Supt. of the Suppression of the 
Gypsy and Brown ‘Tail Moths, caused the voters of the 
town to think it wise to consolidate the appropriation. 

The Selectmen appointed your ‘ree Warden as the 
Supt. of the suppression work; and this selection was ac- 
ceptable to the State Commissioner, as is necessary in such 
appointments. 

The caution, relative to not cutting trees bordering on 


the highways, without consulting the Tree Warden, is 


renewed this year. 
The fight against the elm leaf beetle has been waged, 
as in previous years, with much the same effect. “ Keep- 


ing at it,’’ seems to be the only way of preserving our 


shade trees. A few of the elms should be ‘‘braced’’ the 
coming year to keep them from splitting. One tree has 
been condemned and cut. 

The “‘scouting’’ this year has been thoroughly done, 
and the brown tails have not been found, on the whole, as 
thick as last year; they were noticably less in the south 
part of town, but in special localities at the north and 


center they have increased. ‘There has been discovered a - 


slight increase in the number of Gypsy moth nests, but 
more were found in South Bellingham. The nests have all 
been destroyed. Some of the trees, where the nests are 
found are old and in such condition that the State Commis- 
sioner will order quite an amount of work on them with 
tin, etc. Property owners are more interested than form~ 
erly in the work of the ‘‘Scouters,’’ and in getting infor- 
mation that they can use to their advantage. ~ |

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The State Inspector has visited us a number of times 
the past year and looked over the locality where the nests 
are found; also the past year a U.S. Inspector of Moths 
has made us a visit. 

I would suggest to the land owners—those. who have 
apple trees and other variety that are scattered about in 
their pastures, going to decay and full of holes, a regular 
breeding place for Gypsy moths—cut them down and clean 
them up. For expenses see Selectmen’s report.

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Report of Cattie Inspector. 


To the Selectmen of Bellingham : 

GENTLEMEN:—The Dept. of Animal Industry has 
taken the place of the Cattle Bureau, with Fred F. Walker 
as chief. The Dept. has more power to enforce proper con- 
_ ditions where cattle are kept. Mr. Walker has appointed 
a number of deputies to assist him and each one. has cer- 
tain towns and inspectors to lock after. This Dept. has no. 
desire to be unreasonable and instructs its agents to try and 
have the farmers work with them for better conditions and 
better stock. Any one bringing in cattle from outside of 
the state should get a permit to do so, as they must be 
tuberculin tested. Where any one has reason to believe 
any cattle are tuberculous, it is the lawful duty to notify 
the Inspector, and if found so, and they have been owned 
six months in the state, the owner is paid a sum not to ex- 
ceed $40 for any one creature. 

I thank the owners of cattle for their help in the past 
in regard to both these matters, separating suspicious cases 
and those coming from outside the state. Please keep on 
and tell others to do the same. ‘There is no question but 
the cattle are better than ever before.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of Bellingham : 

The nineteenth report of the superintendent of schools is 
herewith presented. 

We have been fortunate in retaining the same teachers as 
last year with one exception. A change of teachers is almost 
certain to involve a loss of time and efficiency at first. It 
takes a new teacher some time to get acquainted with the 
pupils, the conditions, and the requirements, and the pupils 
can not adjust themselves to the new conditions at once. 
Assuming that the:equivalent of two weeks’ work is lost every 
time a change of teachers is made—-and this is a conservative 
estimate—it would be just as economical to add two weeks’ 
pay to the salary of the old teacher in order to retain her. 
This is the policy which was pursued this year, and it seems 
to me a wise one. 

It is often said that the teacher makes the school, and this 
is no exaggeration. \ She not only imparts knowledge, but she 
stimulates and directs the child’s mental activity and forms 
his mental habits. Fine buildings. beautiful grounds, and 
adequate books and apparatus are all desirable though not in- 
dispensable, but a good school is impossible without a good 
teacher. In respect to its teachers I think the town of Belling- 
ham is especially fortunate, 

The attendance has been better this year than last. This 
is due in part to the absence of deep snows and unfavorable 
weather. Furthermore, we have looked after the delinquents 
more closely. The teachers report the attendance each month, 
and if itis not what it should be, an inquiry follows. They 
also report by name.any pupil who has been absent without 
sufficient cause. Onthe other hand, there have been more 
colds and cases of minor throat troubles than usual, especially 
at North Bellingham. These have tended to Jower the attend- 
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ance. The tact relating to attendance which is most difficult 
to impress upon the minds of parents is that they have no 
right to keep a child out of school to assist on the farm or to 
work in the house. With certain minor exceptions, the law 
requires every child between seven and fourteen years of age 
to attend school all the time the schools are in session. This 
means that he must be there when school opens and remain 
until it closes. The teacher or school authorities may excuse 
a child under certain conditions, but never in violation of the 
spirit of the law. Sickness or disability on the part of the 
pupil, contagious disease in the family, or the death of a rela- 
tive are valid reasons for excusing a child for non-attendance. 
But to stay out of school to perform any kind of labor or to 
go visiting or to buy a pair of shoes Monday which should 
have been purchased Saturday is a violation of the law. 

In last year’s report a more strict enforcement of the law 
relating to vaccination was recommended. [personally tried to 
impress upon the pupil the reasonableness and necessity of 
vaccination. The teachers were asked to do all they could by 
persuasion. Our policy was first persuasion, then insistence, 
and finally coercion if necessary. Dr. Butler as school phys- 
ician rendered material assistance in the campaign. ‘The 
manner in which the parents responded was very gratifying. 
As a result almost every unvaccinated child received proper 
attention. 


Now that we have things straightened out, 1 would rec- 
ommend that we live up to the letter of the law. No child 
should be admitted to our schools who has not been success- 
fully vaccinated unless he brings a certificate of exemption 
from a regular practising physician. In the end this will 
prove fr the easiest and simplest course to pursue. 

Some two years ago Miss Bragdon began teaching sew- 
ing to all the girls in her building who cared to take it. This 
year the teachers at the North School have made a_ beginning 
in manual training. Miss Hallier is teaching the boys knife- 
work, and is about to begin elementary designs in reed. Miss 
Duplessis is teaching sewing to the girls, and they have al- 
ready made some articles of wearing apparel. Miss Lyman 
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is giving some of the simpler forms of handwork to grades 
three and four. All of this work is very much enjoyed by the 
pupils, and I[ think it furnishes a type of training which they 
need, and which will prove of real practical use to them. 

The escape from more serious damage, or possibly total 
destruction, to the building at South Bellingham was remark- 
ably fortunate. Considering the direction and force of the 
wind, prompt and valiant fire-fighting must have been done 
to prevent total loss. This would have crippled the schools 
for a year. In fact, it is difficult to see just what arrangement 
could be made that would adequately meet such a catastrophe. 
As it was, the schools were not interrupted at all. 

The grammar room at North Bellingham was entirely re- 
fitted with up-to-date chairs and desks during the the summer 
vacation. This was a much needed improvement, for the old 
furniture had been in use a great many years. ‘The new fur- 
niture is of the sanitary steel type, and is adjustable. There 
are no corners nor joints where dirt can possibly collect. The 
tops of the desks can be drawn forward so the pupils do not 
have to stoop nor lean over to see their work. Thechairs are 
especially hygienic, because they support the back at those 
points where the spinal column most needs support. Twenty 
sets of this same kind of furniture were put into the two lower 
rooms at the Center. More than half of the school furniture 
in town is now of the adjustable form, and it is desirable to 
change the remainder as soon as the requisite funds are avail- 
able. & 

With sincere appreciation for the kindness which has 
made the year’s work so pleasant, this report is respectfully
